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ABOLISH THE “JOG” 


Engineer Haddow proposes to take the 
jog out of 101A avenue at 98th street, by 
shifting the avenue between 98th and 
97th streets. As the city owns the 
property affected there would be little ex- 
pense involved, and the alteration would 
be another step toward unscrambling the 
inconsistent efforts of the early surveyors 
who laid out the streets in that section of 
the city. 

This particular adjustment is import- 
ant because 101A avenue can thus be made 
to carry part of the traffic which now 
flows along Jasper, with less liability to 
congestion, The avenue is paved, and 
offers a through route from 101st street 
east, alternative to Jasper. But traffic 
will not be diverted to that route while it 
would have to navigate the present awk- 
ward corner opposite the police station, 


rer IMPLETE THE ROAD 


Hon. O. L. McPherson announces that 
if the Dominion Government will build 
eight miles of connecting roadway in Jas- 
per Park the province will build the ten 
miles necessary to carry the present road 
to the park boundary. That would not pro- 
vide a real motor highway to Jasper Park. 
But it would provide a dirt road, good in 
fine weather, and that is the best that can 
be looked for this season or next. 

There ought to be no hesitation on the 
part of the Dominion about closing with 
this offer. At present this great national 
holiday ground cannot be reached by any 
sort of road that motorists will attempt 
to navigate. Considering the length of 
time the park has been established, and 
the amount of advertising that is done to 
attract people to it, that is a ridiculous 
situation. As the park will have to be 
made get-at-able some time, why not now? 


FOUR MONTHS OPEN WATER? 


The aerial survey of ice conditions in 
Hudson Bay and Strait resulted in a re- 
port that for four months in each of the 
last two summers trading vessels could 


have plied into and out of the northern sea | 


without hindrance. The suggestion is 
added that ice breakers could have kept 
a waterway clear for a considerably long- 
er period. 

A two-year survey cannot be taken as 
proving the average length of the naviga- 
tion season. It may be shorter than four 
months—or it may be longer. Taken along 
with the fact that Hudson Bay Company 
vessels have been using that route for two 
centuries, and with the reports of other 
observers, the conclusion is that the route 
is a practicable one from the navigation 
stand-point. A good deal of traffic can 
be hustled into and out of the Bay in a 
three or four month period of clear sail- 
ing.
